In his first news conference in nearly 
four months, Nixon also disclosed he 
would meet sometime this spring at 
the Western White House with South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 
Nixon said that if all parties abide by 
terms of the ‘ intricate agreement” to 
end the Vietnam fighting there is “ no 
question about the fact we will have 
peace ... for a very long period of 
time.” 
Kissinger Slates 
Visit To Hanoi 


WASHINGTON i AP) — Presidential 
assistant Henry A. Kissinger will visit 
Hanoi Feb. 10-13 to discuss postwar 
relationships between the United 
States and North Vietnam, the White 
House announced today. 
The brief announcement was made 
simultaneously in Washington and 
Hanoi and came four days after the 
two countries joined in signing an 
agreement to end the long and costly 
Vietnam war. 
The

newsmen by White House press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, said. 
“ The 
United 
States 
and 
the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam have 
agreed that Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
assistant to the President of the United 
States, will visit Hanoi from Feb. 10-13, 
1973, to discuss with the government of 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
the postwar relationship between the 
two countries and other matters of 
mutual concern,” 
A Kissinger visit to the North 
Vietnamese capital had tx4en rumored 
since he and Hanoi politburo member 
Le Dm rho initialed eight days ago the 
Vietnam peace agreement. But offi­ 


cials had adopted a no-comment 
stance, apparently while working out 
details for the journey. 


A major item on Kissinger’s agenda 
is certain to be North Vietnam’s share 
of the Indochina-wide postwar assist­ 
ance program promised in the peace 
agreement. 
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The chief executive said the planned 
Indoehina-w ide 
reconstruction 
program could mean that North 
Vietnam would “ turn inward toward 
the workings of peace rather than out­ 
ward toward the workings of war.” 
Nixon said Kissinger, on his Feb. IO­ 
LI trip to Hanoi, will meet with top 
leaders of tin* Communist country. He 
said, “ it is vitally important we have 
direct communications” with the 
North Vietnamese. 
He said he expected Kissinger talks 
to Im* “extensive and frank” and 
volunteered that his top foreign policy 
adviser will “ initiate conversations” 
on the Indoehina-wide reconstruction 
program. 


Stennis Wound Serious 


WASHINGTON < AR) 
Sen. John C. 
Stennis, a power in the Senate’s 
Southern bloc1 and an ardent supporter 
of a strong U S. military, was in “ very 
serious’’ coml I ti on today after tieing 
shot twice during a holdup in front of 
his home here. 


A spokesman at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center said at 6 a rn., KST, 
today that chances were “guarded” 
that the 71-year-old Mississippi 
Democrat would recover Stennis is 
chairman of the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee. 


However, the spokesman said 
Stennis was “conscious and resting 
comfortably.” The next briefing on the 
senator’s condition was scheduled for 4 
p.m., KST. 
Stennis underwent 64 hours of 
surgery Tuesday night and early today 
for bullet wounds in the lower rib 
cage the most serious wound —and in 
the left thigh. 
Hospital spokesman Maj. Frank 
Garland said Stennis awoke IO minutes 
after the operation ended at 3:20 a.m., 
KST. 
The senator’s vital signs— heart 


rate, pulse, blood pressure and 
respiration were all described as 
“stable.” 
Asked about the length of the 
surgery, Maj. Garland said it was 
“consistent with the extent of the 
wounds.” 
The hospital’s “ very serious” 
classification is the most serious 
classification it has. 
Stennis was shot at 7.40 p.m. 
Tuesday as he alighted from his car 
after returning to his home. Police 


were looking for two teen-agers in 
connection with the shooting. 
One of the youths reportedly 
demanded money, saying “Get ‘em 
up ” Stennis offered no resistance, 
according to accounts, turning over his 
wallet and wristwatch. 
“ Now we’re going to shoot you 
anyway,” the youths are quoted by the 
senator as saying. 
Two shots were fired. Stennis, still 
conscious, staggered into his home and 
directed his wife to summon aid. 
Maj. Garland said at a briefing 
following the surgery that the most 
serious wound was caused by the bullet 
which entered Stennis’ lower rib cage. 


He said it tore downward through the 
middle part of his stomach, piercing 
the pancreas and damaging a major 
vein that empties blood into the in­ 
testinal tract. 
The bullet then passed through the 
first portion of the large intestine and 
lodged in the fleshy portion of the right 
thigh. The spokesman said the bullet 
was not removed during surgery and 
that

no 
problem ” 
Garland said the second bullet 
struck the senator’s left thigh, but was 
only a flesh wound. 
Police said Stennis was shot during 
“ an ordinary street robbery,” which 
reportedly netted two assailants only 
25 cents in cash, a gold wristwatch and 
a wallet. 
Sen. 
Henry 
M. 
Jackson 
of 
Washington, third-ranking Democrat 
on the Armed Services committee who 
came to Walter Reed, said Mrs. 
Stennis told police she heard "two 
pops” and then her husband’s voice 
calling “Coy,” Mrs. Stennis’ name. 
Jackson said Stennis walked into the 
house and told his wife “ precisely what 
to do.” 


Police Ii. George Kenne said he had 
no idea how Stennis was able to move 
the 50 feet from the curb to his house. 
Stennis was shot a short time after 
leaving a National Guard reception 
near the Capitol. Aides said the 
senator probably drove directly to his 
home, about six miles away in the 
northwest quadrant of the* city. 
They said he always drove to and 
from work, usually alone, parking his 
late-model white Buick along the tree- 
lined street when he arrived home. 
Stennis’ brown leather briefcase was 
found lying next to the curb directly in 
front of his two-story, white brick 
home in a well-to-do neighborhood. His 
coat was lying on the curb. 
Shortly after the shooting, White 
House Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said President Nixon “ex­ 
pressed his deep concern” via a phone 
call to Mrs. Stennis. 
“The l*resident has instructed the 
FBI to assist in every way possible in 
the case,” Ziegler said. 
A 1971 law makes it a federal crime 
to assault, kidnap or kill a member of 
Congress. That law allowed the FBI to 
enter the Stennis case immediately. 
Fuel Crisis Eases, But Not Over

A dangerous shortage of oil and gas 
has caused scattered high pricing of 
diesel oil, the shutdown of some 
schools and pleas to consumers in cold 
regions to lower their thermostats in 
favor of more clothes.

A mild January in the Northeast has 
eased the crisis somewhat, but any 
siege of cold weather in the Northern 
states could tip the delicate balance 
between the dwindling fuel supply and 
the gradually lengthening days.

fuel could plunge the nation into a new 
crisis almost overnight. 
The Cost of Living Council, mean­ 
while, has scheduled a hearing next 
week to check into price rises for 
heating oil pqt into effect recently by 
several oil companies. 
Refineries have been blamed for a 
late start in producing fuel oil for 
heating and for trucks, but oil men 
insist the real problem is a shortage of 
crude oil. 
“There’s a very critical shortage, 
and from the looks of things it’s going 
to get worse,” says Forrest N. 
Shumway, president of The Signal 
Companies, “ because discoveries are 
not keeping pace with demand.” 
In a nation where 6 per cent of the 
world’s population consumes 35 per 
cent of its energy, even mild shortages 


in prime fuel show up quickly. 
Some truck stop operators admit to 
paying higher prices for diesel fuel — 
sometimes three times as much as 
normal — on the open market when 
their regular supplies went dry. But an 
Assoc iated Press survey shows no real 
black market in fuel as yet. 
Snow still grips hard-hit areas in the

Denver Meade, Commercial Point, 
was bound to the grand jury under 
continued bond of $150,000 on each of 
two counts of first degree murder 
following a lengthy preliminary 
hearing in Judge Sterling Iamb’s 
Circleville Municipal Court Tuesday 
afternoon. 


He is charged with the shooting 
deaths of neighbors Charlotte and John 
Douglas Van Sickle outside their 
mobile homes Jan. 20 in Commercial 
Point. 


Only three witnesses were called by 
prosecutor Richard Gerhardt. 
Coronor Ray Carroll told the court 
that John Douglas Van Sickle died of 
head injuries suffered after he was 
shot in the head by a high-powered 
rifle and that Charlotte Van Sickle died 
of gun shot wounds to the heart after 
being shot “ many times” by a smaller 
caliber weapon. 
Commercial Point Fire Chief Donald 
G. Thrasher told the court that he saw 
a man, later identified as Meade, 
standing near a car after the shooting 
dressed in just a T-shirt and pants. He 
approached him because he was not 
dressed 
for the 
cold 
weather. 
However, when Thrasher approached 
with a high-powered rifle, Meade is 
alleged to have said, “ Don’t shoot me. 
I shot them.” 
Final witness was John Van Sickle 
who told the court of the shooting in­ 
cident and how he looked up from 
behind his family car to see Meade 
pointing the rifle in his direction. 
Defense team of Don Alexander and 


Tom Nagel, Columbus attorneys, said 
in closing remarks that Gerhardt 
failed to show evidence of purposeful, 
malicious or premeditated killing. 
They asked the court to consider only 
testimony given in the hearing, and “ if 
the court chooses to bind Mr. Meade 
over to a higher court on testimony 
presented this afternoon, then the 
charge must be reduced to first degree 
manslaughter or second degree 
murder.” 
However, Judge I^amb ruled in favor 
of the state. 
Proceedings were frequently in­ 
terrupted. The hearing was scheduled 
for 10:30 a.m., but witnesses and 
families were released at noon for 
lunch after Gerhardt and his assistant 
James Kingsley were still involved 
with another case in Common Pleas 
court. 
When the hearing began, the defense 
asked permission to use a transcriber 
tape player to record testimony as a 
certified transcriber or stenographer 
was not available. Judge I^umb per­ 
mitted the tape recorder, but ordered 
the tape to the custody of the court 
baliff. 
Gerhardt and Kingsley were then 
called back to Common Pleas court to 
hear a jury verdict, and when they 
returned, the courtroom was cleared, 
again on a defense motion for added 
security. 
All subpeoned parties were sub­ 
jected to a search, by Deputies Bill 
l)ountz, Phil Brown, Frank Wood, Don 
Thompson and I^arry Holt. There was 
also separation of witnesses.

Officials and oil men are con­ 
centrating on meeting the current fuel 
shortage crisis, but some oil men see 
the possibility of another fuel shortage 
this summer: gasoline.

Truce Teams Still Blocked; Fighting Heavy 


SAIGON (AP) 
The total number 
of cease-fire violations reported by the 
Saigon government continued to 
decline today despite more heavy 
fighting iii some sections of South Viol 
nam. 
Canadian members of the In­ 
ternational Commission of Control and 
Supervision expressed hope that the 
four-nation group would soon be able to 
get its teams of cease-fire observers 
into the field. But the absence of the 
chief Viet Cong member of another 
peace keeping group was delaying 
things, and there was no indication 
when lie would arrive. 


Mon* hard fighting was reported in 
Quang Tri province 
below tin* 
demilitarized zone and iii the central 


highlands. But the number of cease­ 
fire violations claimed by Saigon 
showed a steady downward curve. 


The command said there were 209 
violations during the 24 hours ending at 


ti a iii today, compared with 311 in tin* 
previous 24 hours and 426 in the first 22 
hours after the ceasefire went into 
effect at H a.m. Sunday. 


There was no decline iii the number 
of casualties reported, however. The 
command said casualties iii the past 24 
hours were 673 Communist troops and 
IJH government soldiers killed and 563 
South Vietnamese wounded; for the 24 
hours before that flu* figures were 666 
enemy and 128 South Vietnamese 
killed and 468 South Vietnamese 
wounded. 


The senior U.S. adviser in Quang 
Ngai province, Col. Truman R. 
Bornan, was slightly wounded Tuesday 
while watching fighting from a 
helicopter over the central coast, 
military officials said today. He was 
Hie fifth American casualty reported 
since the cease-fire began; one of the 
Americans died. 


Under terms of the cease-fire 
agreement, the ICCS field teams 
should have been operational and in 
place at 8 a.in. Tuesday, 48 hours after 
the agreement went into effect. But 
members of the ICCS have said that 
the .security of the teams cannot be 
assured without full support from the 
North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong. 


A second peace-keeping group, the 


four-party joint military commission, 
met for the third successive day with 
no indication of progress. It is made up 
of the United States, North and South 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong. 


The meeting was held by the deputy 
chiefs of the delegations, and a U.S. 
spokesman said they were still making 
arrangements for the first meeting of 
the delegation heads. But there has 
been no indication that the Viet Cong 
delegation chief, believed to be Maj. 
Gen. Dong Van Cong, has arrived. 


The U. S. spokesman confirmed that 
the United States has already deployed 
American officers of the joint military 
commission in the field. They are 
being drawn for the most part from 
advisory units already there. 


U.S. sources described the battle 
situation along the demilitarized zone 
as “ grim.” 


South Vietnamese marines were 
trapped under heavy fire for the third 
day on a peninsula at the mouth of the 
Cua Viet River and were reported 
taking heavy casualties. Their escape 
lines to the rear were cut by the North 
Vietnamese, and a landing craft going 
to help them was hit by enemy fire, 
damaged and possibly sunk. 


Also on the northern front, South 
Vietnamese artillery was firing on 
both sides of Highway I near Quang 
Tri City, 19 miles below the DMZ. 
South Vietnamese officers claimed the 
shooting was in response to North 
Vietnamese cease-fire violations, but 


they refused to let newsmen go to 
Quang Tri to observe the shelling. 
In the central highlands, South 
Vietnamese troops were reported still 
trying to root (Communist forces from 
two positions on Highway 19, between 
the regional capital, Pleiku, and the 
coast. Fighting also was reported on 
north-south Highway 14 about 15 miles 
south of Pleiku, and the road was 
closed to traffic. 
In the 3rd Military Region that in­ 
cludes Saigon and ll surrounding 
provinces, military sources reported 
that the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong had seized 135 hamlets since the 
cease-fire bogan. But the sources 
claimed that 114 of the hamlets had 
been retaken, while fighting was 
continuing for the other 21.

Kennedy and Johnson. 
“We must avoid the assumption that 
red ink is akin to fiscal sin," said Paul 
McCracken, who held the same title 
under Nixon. 
However, he added: “We must avoid 
the opposite mistake, of trying to 
dismiss it as if only the hair shirts, 
those who haven’t cottoned to modern 
wisdom, should worry about it." 


In interviews with many economists, 
the most feared consequence of 
deficits appears to be inflation, even 
though some cautioned 
that 
that 
relationship is probably not as direct 
as might appear. 
The consequences of an unac­ 
ceptable level 
of inflation — ac­ 
ceptable is somewhere around 2 per 
cent — were demonstrated in almost 
clinical fashion in recent years as the 
nation sought to finance a war abroad 
and social programs at home. 
But inflation is not an inevitable 
consequence of budget deficits. If an 
economy is operating at less than its 
capacity, it can tolerate — even benefit 
from the stimulus of — deficit spend­ 
ing. 
And what about the big federal debt? 
Is is harmful? 
" I t’s a problem ,” said Heller. 
“You’ve got to service the debt and 
obtain the taxes to pay for it. But it’s 
not a problem we should be losing any 
sleep over." 


To which Heller responds: “The 
government never has to pay off the 
debt, any more than industry or 
homeowners as a group have to pay off 
theirs. As an individual you must pay 
the mortgage. But collectively, all 
mortgages don’t have to be paid." 


Will the debt ever be reduced? 
Perhaps, but most economists don’t 
see it occurring to a marked degree. 
To reduce it sharply, they agreed, 
would be to risk jolting the economy 
out of balance. Just as big deficits can 
be inflationary, but not necessarilly, 
big surpluses could be recessionary, 
and thus self-defeating. 


Friedmanite, or cut-back, Keynesian 
as contrasted with one of the John 
Kenneth Galbraith stripe that believes 
in big “public sector" spending at all 
times. 
Two possible roadblocks loom in Mr. 
Nixon’s way as he projects his tight 
1973 budget and his plans for pruning 
the sprawling Health, Education and 
Welfare department. The first im­ 
pedim ent 
could 
be 
our 
Congress, which, in a decade of the 
Great Society and the costly Viet­ 
namese War, has sliced some $40 
billion out of taxes and at the same 
time increased government spending 
by roughly $130 billion. The second 
hazard is a labor union leadership 
prepared to fight for wage increases 
that go beyond productivity. If Nixon 
can hurdle the barriers set up by 
subsidy-happy Congressm en and 
hungry labor bosses he will go down in 
history as the first politico ever to 
succeed in being a reversible system 
Keynesian. 
Roosevelt couldn’t do it in the 
Nineteen Thirties. 
The formula 
decided upon by the Rexford Tugwells 
and the I^eon Hendersons of the early 
Rooseveltian Brain Trust was to 
restore the price level and re-establish 
profitability without cutting wages. 
They had read their Keynes correctly. 
Acting under the heady stimulus of the 
Wagner Act, however. John L. I>ewis, 
Phil Murray, Walter Reuther and 
other labor leaders of the time insisted 
that wages must not only be main­ 
tained (the Kenynesian idea) but 
vastly increased. Money wage rates in 
manufacturing actually jumped some 
43 per cent between 1933 and 1939, and 
real wages went up 34 per cent. 
Profitability couldn’t keep pace. The 
result 
was 
the 
sudden, 
sharp 
depression-within-a depression of 1937. 
It took the war to rescue President 
Poosevelt from the failure of the labor 
leaders 
to 
let 
a 
restoration 
of 
productivity come before their wage 
demands. 
One thing that Nixon has going in his 
favor is that he isn’t asking Congress 
for 
new 
money. 
When 
an 
Ad­ 
ministration actually refuses to spend 
funds already appropriated, what hold 
does a legislature have over it? 
Roosevelt needed huge sums, as they 
were then considered, for his make­ 
work projects, his big dams and his 
agricultural programs, but now we 
have Nixon putting an accomplished 
budget slasher, Caspar Weinberger, in 
charge of the Health, Education and- 
Welfare 
Department, and another 
skilled tightener, Elliot Richardson, 
into the Pentagon. 
The halfway Keynesians of the 
Senate and the House, who think only 
in terms of publie-sector spending, 
may be in for a period of horrified 
frustration as the White House ex­ 
plores the reversible aspects of the full 
Keynesian 
system. 
And the con­ 
servatives, who have overlooked the 
two-way flexibility of the Keynesian 
doctrine, may 
be 
correspondingly 
delighted.

After a few weeks in the hospital, it 
was found that I had “Groins disease. " 
I can’t find out anything about it and 
I would like to bt* able to read more 
about this condition.

Dear Mrs. A.: 
The reason that you have not been 
able to find out anything about this 
disease is that your spelling is in­ 
correct. 
The condition is "Crohn’s" disease, 
named after a very famous New York 
physician, Dr. Burril Crohn, who first 
recognized and described a symptom 
complex that now bears his name. 
Crohn’s disease is also known as 
"ileitis" because it affects the ileum 
which is the junction of the small in­ 
testine and the large intestine. 
This unusual inflammatory disease 
has some strange 
characteristics. 
Most of the people it affects are bet­ 
ween the ages of 25 and 35. Men and 
women are equally prone. 
Crohn’s disease is one of the most 
complex intestinal disorders, having 
many ramifications that frequently 
confuse physicians attem pting to 
make the diagnosis. 
X-ray studies made with pinpoint 
accuracy now can differentiate this 
disease from many others that may 
stimulate it. 
With 
intensive 
treatment, 
using 
antibiotics, cortisone, and a great 
many other drugs, acute attacks of 
Crohn’s disease are controllable. 
Persistent treatm ent m ust be 
continued to avoid the possibility of 


recurrence.

Is it possible to become pregnant 
with only one tube? We have been 
trying, with no success.

Dear Mrs. T.: 
For other readers, I will explain 
tubal pregnancy. 
Although it is rare, it does occur. 
When it does, the female egg is fer­ 
tilized by the male sperm and attaches 
itself to the wall of the Fallopian tube, 
rather than to the wall of the uterus 
I womb). 
A pregnancy cannot survive in the 
tube, and surgery becames necessary. 
Pregnancy can occur in women 
who have only one tube. Sometimes the 
disorder that existed in the tube that 
was removed may also be present in 
the remaining tube. This may be a 
factor that prevents pregnancy. 
Infection and scarring of the inner 
lining of the tubes may exist in both 
tubes. 
Many new and intensive methods 
are now used that bring more hope for 
pregnancy in women who have 
inadequate easy passage through the 
Fallopian tubes.

reports Ted here via satellite 
, or rushed over by jet liner. 
It showed what the network 
news departments can do, 
given the chance and time on 
the air. They rose to the oc­ 
casion magnificently, star­ 
ting Saturday morning with 
live reports from Paris on the 
signing of the second of two 
Vietnam peace accords. 
NBO went on the air first at 
9 a.m. EST with videotaped 
reports on the signing of the 
earlier cease-fire documents 
by the U.S., North Vietnam, 
South Vietnam and the Viet 
C o n g ’s 
P r o v i s i o n a l 
Revolutionary Government. 
It was joined a half-hour 
later by the ABC and CBS 
networks, 
all 
of 
them 
televising via satellite the 
actual signing of the second 
set of Vietnam accord by the 
U.S. and North Vietnam. 
The scene, provided by pool 
television cameras from the 
Hotel Majestic where the 
signing occurred, was a 
hopeful one. 
It remained that until the 
last moments when the 
cameras zeroed in on North 
Vietnam’s foreign Minister, 
Nguyen Duy Trinh, staring 
without a trace of a smile at 
U.S. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. 
At 7 p.m. EST, when the 
Vietnam cease-fire was to 
have gone into effect, the CBS 
and NBC networks each in­ 
terrupted 
Scheduled 
programming with special 
reports: ABC put its hour- 


long cease-fire report on the 
air at IO p.m. EST. 
The half-hour CBS report, 
anchored 
by 
Charles 
Collingwood, 
prim arily 
centered on a church service 
of Thanksgiving attended by 
the presidential family in Key 
Biscayne, Fla. 
But it also included a live 
telephone report from CBS’ 
Bert Quint in Saigon, He re­ 
minded viewers that the war 
wasn’t ending quietly, that an 
hour earlier enemy rockets 
had slammed into Saigon’s 
Tan Son Nhut Airport and a 
nearby village. 
NBC 
90-Minute 
Viet­ 
nam special was a wide­ 
ranging effort that included 
film taken the day before the 
cease fire; it showed battles 
then still under way near 
Saigon and in the northern 
provinces. 
The much-maligned net­ 
work news department did 
their best in different ways to 
capture it all, to compress the 
sense of immediacy and per­ 
spective in the time given 
them. 
And for my dough, they 
succeeded.

Windbreak 
O f Trees Can 
Protect Area 


If you are one of the “ deprived" who 
still feels the windy blasts against your 
home and are forced to work your way 
through deep snow drifts, maybe you 
should sample the comforts of your 
neighbor’s windbreak some cold, 
wintry day. "You come away a 
believer," says Don Archer, District 
Conservationist for the U. S. Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
(SC S) 
in 
Pickaway County. 
A properly designed windbreak of 
trees will protect a much larger area 
than one would imagine, states Ar­ 
cher. “ For example, he says, wind­ 
break trees 40 feet tall will protect an 
area 600 feet to leeward—the length of 
two football fields." 
“ And it need not take long to realize 
benefits from a new windbreak," 
Archer says. It is true that evergreen 
seedlings take two to three years to 
gather strength for faster subsequent 
growth. However, substitution of 
larger “ balled and burlaped" planting 
stock will short-circuit this delay, he 
states. 
Also, a nearly "instant windbreak" 
can be achieved if hybrid simon poplar 
cuttings are planted as an extra on the 
windward side. Hybrid poplars grow 
very rapidly, usually averaging three 
or more feet of height growth per year. 
These poplars intially outstrip the 
slower growing, but longer lived, 
evergreen trees, states Archer. In 
three years you can have 8 to 12 poplar 
trees. These protect the young conifers 
and 
reduce 
windspeed 
at 
the 
homestead area beyond. 
In 15 to 20 years the poplars will 
probably have spent themselves Ar­ 
cher said. By that time the conifers 
will have long since established 
themselves as the permanent wind­ 
break. 
The conifer windbreak should be 
serviceable for upwards of 50 to 80 
years.
